only 


an elementary education," the-speaker 
said. 


"If .we are to look at it purely from 


the financial side .of it there is that 
advantage. 
But we are looking- for- 


ward to making life valuable ' to 
the 


individual 
and 
the 
individual who 


roes to college will get just so much 
more out of life than does the 
high 


School boy or girl in comparison with 
-lie elementary school boy or girl. ' 


"This is the 'peace class,' I suppose. 


3ut I like to -think of it not as'some- 
hinjr referring to the past but rather 
something pointing to the future. 
"I 


like to think of it as the reconstruc- 
tion class. 
We shall need well devel- 


oped instruments .in the next few years 
to carry on the world's work and these 
young men and women are going to 
have this. opportunity. 


"The first ideal this 
class 
should 


have is a little humility toward 
hu- 


manity in general. 
If we begin tack- 


ling the problems 
of reconstruction 


with humility and not 
with boastful 


pride. then a solution will surely come 
to us. 


"The wnr has brought -us precious 


lessons. Some people are writing about 
the lessening of the world's power ow- 
ing to the great losses of men In the 
war. I should like to remind you of the 
great crusades of the 12th century 
when millions of men went to the holy 
land to make it safe for pilgrims just 
as our men went to Europe to 
make 


the world safe for democracy. Mil- 
lions were slaughtered and it seemed 
as though the world's power had, been 


ed. But what actually happened? 


The 13th 
century, which 
came 
di- 


rectly after this, was the greatest cen- 
tury of history. Men did the greatest 
tilings. 


"The mere loss of numbers touched 
ien's souls and hearts so that 
they 


could do much more intensive 
work 


than 
formerly. 
A French 
general 


said that for every man who was lost 
in the world war, two men 
were be- 


ing made. 


"A poet has told us that we 
must 


have a new world for the 
men who 


tave beenHouchpd by the flame of the 
trenches. The war has shown us how 
nucli our young folks can do. what 
lower they possess what energy they 
have— ,how much power existed In their 
minds and souls and bodies just wait- 
ng to he,brought out. 


jrj*«on?i of 'the Border 


"We sent 100.000 young men to the 


fexican border in May and June 
of 


916. 
Most of us physicians thought 


hat the president had made a mis- 
ake — that those young men were go- 
ng to be seriously 
hurt 
by 
being 


ransferred from the northern partof 
ur country to an almost tropical cli- 
ate after a particularly hard winter. 


The actual fact was that 
they gained 


n an average 10 pounds in weight. 
"The state of Texas is ahout to sue 
10 rest of the union for the flesh tha 
t took away from her. If we con 
Idcr flesh worth what Shylock consid 


ered it. Texas will soon have the rest 
of us bankrupt.. . 
' 


"These soldiers had a vacation in 


Mexico. 
They weren't sent there for 


that and. they didn't .think they were 
having one but they were. It recreated 
them. . I "suppose that's the last place 
on earth a physician would send u 
northerner for a summer vacation, but 
it did •'those young- fellows good des- 
pite government 
rations 
and 
hard 
work. 


CniKnde of Democracy 


"Then we sent them abroad on the 


great crusade of democracy.'?Most of 
our young men lived in open ditches 
under the open sky. If it rained, they 
stayed there. 
If 
it 
snowed, 
they 


stayed there, u their feet were wet. 
they stayed there. 
If 
they 
froze, 


thy stayed' there. 
What happened to 


them? Go look at them. The average 
Sain is 12 pounds. What did they live 
on? 
Ask them. 
Sometimes they had 


nothing to live on. 
But : it's only a 


question of asking young people to do 
hard things to have them show you 
that they can do them. 


'.'There's been a great notion that 


when we did hard things we exhausted 
ourselves. 
That's, rarely true. On the 


contrary, doing hard things enables us 
to do harder things later. 
Did you 


know :that one out of every 20 young 
men who went to our training camps 
for officers fainted some time during 
the ffrst two weeks he was in train- 
ing?. Were they hurt? No; they were 
Put to the limit and responded. If an 
athlete taps-his will power when lie's 
exhausted he gets his second wind— 
another layer 
of energy. 
.Professor 


William' James once said that all 
us have, greater layers of energy than 
we realize. 


"We have several million young men 


coming back, to us who realize that 
they can do much 
more 
than 
they 


thought they could before they wont 
away. . I'm proud, to think of the Mex- 
ican border as the best possible idea 
of what men 
can 
do . when they're 


pushed the limit. 
General -Sheridan 


was sent to Mexico after the Civil war 
and he didn't like the climate. On his 
return somebody asked him what he 
thought of Mexico.' He replied: 
'If I 


owned hell and the state of Texas, I'd 
rent Texas and live, on the rest of my 
estate.' 
Later somebody .wrote him 


and/complained of his derogatory re- 
marks and said that barring the cli- 
mate and soclgty Texas was the best 
state- in the country. 
General Sheri- 


dan replied . that barring .the climate 
and society, there was very little dif- 
ference between heaven and hell. 
It 


was into that- climate that we sent 
our young men and they thrived In it 
and came home healthier than ever. 


"If we have this spirit of reserve en- 


ergy in' meeting our problems of un- 
rest and reconstruction, we shall solve 
them. 


"I .hope that as many young men 


and women of this class as possible 
will go to college. 
Sixty per cent, of 


the people whose 
names 
appear 
in 


"Who's Who" are 
college graduates. I 


It was the custom before the war to i 
scoff, at academics and to ignore pro- 
fessors. 
The three most 
prominent 


men before the world today are pro- 
fessors—Marshal Foch. Cardinal Mer- 
cier^and President Wilson. 
They're 


just teachers. 
Foch was never In a 


battle before he was 63 years old but 
just an instructor at a military school; 
Cardinal Mercier taught 36 years be- 
fore becoming a cardinal and President 
Wilson is a professor president who 
has tempered the riot of selfishness in 
this country. 
Don't you think 
the 


teacher is coming, hack into his own? 


"I congratulate these young folks 


who are graduating and I say to them 
that there Is plenty of work for them 
In the reconstruction ahead of us and 
the more they know the better they 
will.he.able to do that work."

BLOCKING 
THE 
TREATY 


The republicans in congress have 


taken 
steps to declare 
that the 


sjate of 
war which has 
existed 


since the spring o£ 1017 between the 
United States and Germany, 
has 


•ceased, to exist. 


If this, action is to be taken as 


a means of concluding peace be- 
tween tho United States' and Ger- 
many, it is a most extraordinary 
proceeding and one not specifically 
piovided for in the constitution. Its 
aim is apparently to interfere, with 
President Wilson's negotiation • of 
the peace, treaty. 
Such, action if 


taken without regard for the peace 
treaty would appear to offer to 
Geitn'a'ny, ah unconditional peace. 
•Peace is usually concluded by the 
signing of a treaty between the 
belligerent powers. President Wilson 
has been one of the parties negotiat- 
ing such a treaty f-or some mouths 
past, and this' action by congress 
would 
interfere 
with . the 
work 


which he- has in progress and for 
the conclusion '"of which he is the 
authorized agent of the government. 


Should the peace treaty be signed 


on-•Friday,-'as reported, it will then 
come u]> for ratification 
by 
the 


.United States senate. 
The senate 


in advance has expressed the de- 
termination to disapprove the terms 
of the treaty particularly tbal part 
of it providing for . a. .League, of 
Nations which the republicans have 
tried in vain to make a party issue. 
No definite .or binding peace be- 
tween 
this country and Germany 


can be concluded until the senate 
ratifies the treaty in which the con- 
ditions of peace nro laid down. 


The resolution presented by Sen- 


ator Fall of New Mexico and, tho 
similar joint resolution by. Senator 
Edge of Xew Jersey, have the same 
purpose and their passage would 
depend upon concurrent action of 
both houses. Such action, however, 
to be effective 
would require the 


signature of the president which is 
not likely to be forthcoming for the 
•reason that this'whole scheme is 
concocted to interfere with the rati- 
fication of the real treaty of peace 
so that the republicans may have 
time to mate -it the football 
of 


polities and thus postpone its oper- 
ation. 
In this aspect, instead of 


hastening the real proclamation of 
peace, certain 
republican senators 


• would postpone that desirable event 


in order to give the party 
cam- 


paigners an opportunity 
to 
make 


as much political capital as they 
can out of the opposition to Pres- 
ident Wilson.

and paying: that, more, than .any other 
preceding class, it reflects the. true ob- 
ject of the school—the bringing 
out 


and' development of sterling

crowding: the mind

Dr. Burke spoke on no announced 


topic, but throug-hout adhered closely 
to ^a-main thought of holding fast to 
the ideals of our 
forefathers, 
taking: 


unto ourselves the holy stewardship of 
the wonderful code of national 
gov- 


ernment, set forih first in the. Declara- 
tion of Independence and later ampli- 
fied in the constitution of the United 
States. 


Tn part, he spoke as follows:

T should like to remind you of the 
great crusades of the 12th century 
when millions of men went to the holy 
land to make it safe for .pilgrims just 
as our men went to Europe to mako 
the world safe for democracy. Mil- 
lions were slaughtered and it seemed 
as though the world's power had been 
lessened. But what actually happened? 
The 13th century,

rectly after this, was the greatest cen- 
tury of history. Men did the greatest 
things. 


"The mere loss of numbers touched 


men's souls and hearts so that 
they 


could do much more Intensive work

formerly. 
A French 
general 


said that for every man who was lost 
in the world war, two men were be- 
ing made. 


"A poet has told us that we 
must 


have a new world for the 
men who 


have been touched by the flame of the 
trenches. The .war Kas shown us'how 
much our young1 .folks can do, what 
power they possess what energy they 
have—how much power existed in their 
minds and souls and bodies just wait- 
ing to be brought out. 
Lesions of the Border 


"We sent 100,000 young men to the 


Mexican border in May and June o! 
1916. 
Most of us physicians thought 


that the president had made a mis- 
take—that those young men were go 
ing to be seriously 
hurt 
by 
being 


transferred from the northern part ol 
our country to an almost tropical cli- 
mate after a particularly hard winter 
The actual fact was that they gained 
on an average 10 pounds in weight.

the ffrst two weeks he was in train- 
Ing? Were they "hurt? No; they were 
put to the limit and responded. If an 
athlete taps his will power when he's 
exhausted ho gets - his second, wind — 
another layer 
of energy.

William James once 'said that all of 
us'have greater layers of energy than 
we realize.

"We have several million young men 


coming back to us who realize that 
they can dormuch 
more 
than 
they 


tho'ught they could'before they -went 
away. ' I'm proud to think- of the Mex- 
ican border as. the best possible idea 
of what men "can .do 
when "they're 


pushed the limit. 
.General Sheridan 


was sent to Mexico after the Civil -war 
and he dldn't'llke tho climate. On his 
return somebody asked him what he 
thought of Mexico. He replied: 'If T 
owned hell and the state of Texas, I'd 
rent Texas and live on the rest of rny 
estate.' 
Later somebody wrote/ him 


and complained of his derogatory're- 
marks and said that barring the cli- 
mate and society Texas was the best 
state in the country. 
General Sheri- 


dan replied that barring the climate 
and society, the.ro was very little dif- 
ference between heaven and hell. 
It 


was into that climate, that we sent 
our young men and they thrived in It 
and came home healthier than, ever. 


"Tf we have this spirit of reserve en- 


ergy In meeting- our problems of un- 
rest and reconstruction, we shall solve 
them. 


"I hope that as many young men 


and women of this class as possible 
will go to college. 
Sixty per' cent, of 


the people whose -names appear In 
"Who's Who" are' college graduates. 
It was the custom before the war to 
scoff at academics and to ignore pro- 
fessors. 
The three most 
prominent 


men before the world today are pro- 
fessors—Marshal Foch. Cardinal Mer- 
cier and President Wilson. 
They're 


Just teachers. 
Foch was never in a 


battle before he was 63 years old but 
Just an instructor at a'military school; 
Cardinal Mercier taught 35 years be- 
fore becoming a cardinal and President 
Wilson Is a professor president who 
has tempered tho riot of selfishness in 
this country. 
Don't you think 
the 


teacher is coming back into his own? 


"I congratulate these young folks 


who are graduating and I say to them 
that there is plenty of work for them 
in the reconstruction ahead of us and 
the more they^know the better they 
will be able to do that work."

BLOCKING THE 
TREATY 


The republicans in Rongress have 


taken steps to declare that the 
stats of war which has 
exisler 


since the spring of 1917 between the 
•United States and Germany, 
ha: 


ceased to exist. 


-If .this action is to. bo'taken as 


a means of concluding peace be- 
tween the United States nnd Ger- 
many,-, it is a most extraordinary 
proceeding and one -not specifically 
piovided for in the-constitution. Its 
aim is apparently to interfere with 
President Wilson's 
negotiation of 


the peace treaty. 
Such action .if 


taken without regard for .the peace 
tieaty would appear to1 offer 
;to 


.Germany, an 'unconditional -peace. 
Peace is usually concluded: by the 
signing of 
a 
treaty ; between • the 


belligerent powers. 'President Wilson 
has been one of tho parties negotiat- 
•ing1' such a treaty for some months 
past, nnd this action by congress 
would . interfere 
; with 
the 
work 


which he has in progress and for 
the conclusion of which he is the 
authorized agent of the government. 


Should the peace treaty be signed 


" on Friday, as reported, it will then 


comn up for ratification 
by 
the 


Lmted States senate. 
The senate 


in advance has expressed the de- 
termination to disapprove the ter(ms 
of the treaty particularly that part 
of it providing for a League of 
Nations which the republicans have 
tried in vain to'make a party issue. 
No. definite or binding peace be- 
tween this country and Germany 
can be concluded until the senate 
ratifies the treaty, in which ihe con- 
ditions of peace are laid down. 


The resolution presented by Sen- 


ator Fall of New Mexico and the 
similar joint resolution by Senator 
Edge of New Jersey) have the same 
purpose and 
their paspnge would 


depend upon concurrent action of 
both houses. 
Such action, however, 


to be effective would require the 
signature of the president which is 
not b'kely to be forthcoming for the 
reason that this whole scheme is 
concocted to interfere wifh the rati- 
fication of the real treaty of peace 
so that the. republicans mny have 
time to make it the 'football of 
politics and thus postpone its oper- 
ation. 
In this aspect, instead of 


hastening the real proclamation of 
peace, certain republican senators 
would postpone that desirable event 
in order to give the party cam-, 
paigners an 
opportunity to make 


as much political capital as they 
ran out of the opposition to Pres- 
ident Wilson.

STATE HIGHWAY 


As a result of action by the Lowe! 


board of trade in-calling the attention 
of tlie'state highway commission- ti 
the poor condition of 'the state high 
way between the Sha."ws)ieen river in 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, Chairman 
William D. Sohier of the commission 
has notified John J. O'Rourke. secre- 
tary of the board, that the'Btretch 
highway in question Will undoubtedly 
be one of the sections ' to ' be ' resur- 
faced this year. • 


Owing to the Inability of the com- 


mission to get bituminous materials 
during- the war period, the highway has 
been neglected, not only in this sec 
tion, but in various other parts of the 
state.
